America has long been in need of a 
C.S. Lewis, the writer who held the' - 
Chair of Medieval and Renaissance

But 
society imparls a very different 
me.ssage: Sex feels good, everyone 
cl.se is doing it. so get with it. • 

“When they do engage in sexual 
activity, c.spccially having gotten the 
-message-^don'l do it.--\ve seetheguill — 
and shame." 

However not all teens end up 
feeling guilty, and Wise concedes that 
it's impossible to gencmlize about the 
emotional impact of teen sexuality. 

"There’s no way to broad-brush it." 
she says. "Is the teen coming from a 1 
home where Mom and Dud have 
panicl'pated in parenting? 

Where they've been able to set 
some boundaries for the teen-ager to 
grow up in? It depends upon the 
family’s guidelines."

“iiouse It was faulty. The floor wasn't 
strong enough to support u tub full of 
water; If Sclieper hud survived the 
crash through the floor, she may not 
have lived through (he collapse of (he 
room's flat glass roof, straining under 
three feet of snow. 

While the fniilly floor and roof may 
have only injured Scheper. poor 
electrical wiring from the room (0 (he 
hot tub probably would have finished 
off the BO-yeur-old woman. 

"This is. an example of what 
h'a'ppei^ without contractor 
licensing." said Earline Titus, 
executive director of the North Idaho 
Building Contractors Association.

Weston Inis pushed for 
Slate licensing of his profc.ssion. 

Weston’s work, wlifch he ho^ to:

The woman, who 
worlter s coTltpcnsatlon 
benefits, pays Weston a little each 
time she receives a check. She gave 
her life savings tb'thc first contractor.

— Then-there-are-the7l843.Cubnn5.who, like JtafaeL 
Navarro, sit in prisons year after year as detainees of 
the INST. Although many have long since served out 
sentences for crimu, from petty to ma^or; they re- 
main behind bors today.'Tbe detainees live in a kind 
of limbo — with no new charges against them and, un- 
der current immigration law, oft^ no prospect of re- 
lease. They cannot predict whether they might be free 
tomorrow, or in 10 years, or in 20 years— or ever. 

Their detention has been called inhumane and un- 
fair. If they were U.S. citizens, they would be on the 
street (except perhaps for the few who are menuUly ill 
and in hospit^s). At least one federal judge has de- 
termined that they have been denied the fundamenui] 
Constitutional ri^t of due process — although his rul- 
ing Inter was overturned. 1

Shela Van Ness, assistant professor of criminology 
at Indiana State University, has spent time with de- 
tainees at the Terre Haute federal penitentiary.

Sheriff BQI Belt of AvpyeUes Parish, La., was termed 
by Duke Austin of the INS as "our hotel keeper." Belt 
has turned three abandoned schools into medium- 
security jails. His supporters say he has rescued 
Avoyelles Parish from economic bard times.

But it’s veiy difficult to execute: Tumors* 
are horrendously irregular in shape, and 
ibere’s almost always some intervening 
structure between the radiation and the 
tumor that you’d like to avoid." 

Although radiation oncologists use 
CAT scans and sophisticated calcula- 
tions to deliver the maximum dose of ra- 
diation to the tumor while sparing healthy 
tissue, Rosenman explmned, ±ere stiU 
ore too many, cases where the accuracy 
and intensity of the dose could be in- 
creased. On fare occasions, the current

three-dimensional images. A super- 
computer calculated the placement and 
dosage of the radiadon automodcall^. 
"No^y has ever used images of this 
quality in radiadon oncology." he said. . 

. Rosenman has used this system on acr 
tuol padents>-^though. up to now, only 
after planning their treatment by con- 
ventional means. Within the ndct few 
years, he said, he hopes to move horn 
3-D to true virnial realiQ*— using a head- 
mount ^^ 

the padent’s b^y from within. (Other 
physicians at the university are experi- 
mendng with'head-mounted displays 
that transform sonograms of pregnant 
women’s abdomens into virtual r^lty 
images; these eventually may allow ot^ 
stetricians to feel as if they are examin- 
ing the fetus inside the womb.) 

Across the continent in California. Dr. 
Geoffrey Briggs also was optimisdc 
about the way virtual realiQ' technolo- 
gy has been applied to his work. Dr. 
Briggs, the sdendfic director of NASA's 
Ames Center for Mars Exploradon, was 
explaining his newest project-nan un- 
manned submarine that tivas used last.

“We took the bead-moun^ display .

“Instead," said Bri^, 
“he con be focused on looking for clues 
in this detective story of cxploratibm We 
want to provide the operator widi a M of 
eyes that exceed human performance." 

If the technology proves useful on 
Earth, it eventually will be used on the 
moon and, iiiudly. to explore the vast ex- 
panses of Mars, going far beyond the 
range of hunum explorers. NASA also 
is developing a set of sensors, worn on 
the hands, which will allow an operator 
to instmet a iruw-Jiin^. on the moon to pick 
up and r^eve rock samples. Becai^ 
of the time del^ caused 1^ the vast dis- 
tance between Barth and the moon, data 
will have to be stored in a computer and 
reconstruct for the op^tor to allow 
him to feel that the machine is respond- 
ing instantly to his direction. . 
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Some scholars think that this tech- 
nology, os it becomes more common,, 
may have profound effects on the way 
we live and think. Virtual really, after oil, 
is far more encompassing than ft im. TV 
or video games — and possibly even 
more addictive. “In viruia! reality, the 
person and the machine are connected, 
and the boundaries begin to break 
down,” said Prof. DaridlkOerof Widen- 
er Universi^ in Chester, Po., who has 
written extensively on the subject. 

Scientists doing VR research tend to 
minimize such concerns. “When you 
read a well-written book, you're not in 
your living room — ^you’re In a virtual 
reality," said NASA's Michael Mc- 
Greevy. “You’re climbing that moun- 
tain. you’re there geuing shot at. But no- 
body argues that you b^me half-book, 
half-person. The boundaries are clear. 
VR will not replace real life any more 
than books replace real life.” 

So far, the general public in the U.S. 
-faflshadfevvoppcrtunitiea-to experience- 
virtual reality. Last summer, a Manhat- 
tan art gallery featured the work of con- 
temporary artists who create VR envi- 
ronments. Several companies have 
developed virtual reality arcade gomes. 
Airline pilots, of course, experience vir- 
tual reality regularly: the flight simula- 
tors on wmch pilots are trained are per- 
haps the most advanced form of VR 
machine commercially available today. 

The technology has received more 
public use'in Japan, where It has been 
enihusiastically.embraced. In onelbkyo 
store, a customer can put on a head- 
mounted display and walkthrough a vi^ 


. nial kitchen. She can decide the height 
of her cabinets and where the dishwasher 
will go by moving around in a virtual 
mo^l of wt^ willbecome a real room. 

Scientists worldiu In the fteld say they 
ore concerned that may become an- 
other technology created in the U.S. but 
exploited by other countries. “I’ve had 
members of Congress say th^ fear that 
other countries will take this and run 
with-it," McGreevy told me. 

Though no reputable scientist makes 
any guarantee for VR, most researchers 
have a rosy' vision for the technology. 
Henry Fuchs believes that, in a genera- 
' tion, VR censors could be added to nor- 
mal-size eyeglasses, enabling p^Ie to 
use t!^ as computers, diagnostic tools, 
le^ng devices, even word procesrers. , 
“I could see people going all day with- 
out taldng the glasses oft,” Fuchs .^d. 

McGreevy sees a day when NASA’s 
virtual reality images of other planets 
will be avaiii&Ie to schools and citizens 
around (he country. “The discovery that 
a IS-yeor-old young woman in Indiana 
makes about volcanic flow or water on 
Mhrs may be small,” he said, “but she 
might think she’s discovered something 
really neat That might inspire her to go 
to a great university and bMome a lead- 
ing planetary geologist. Virtual reality 
^ have incredible value.” ; -- DD
